New* York, Sept IS — I lorn also Daur- 
ifiiac brother of Mme. Theres© Hum­ 
bert. now serving a sentence in France 
on swindling charges in connection 
with the Crawford estate, was ordered 
deported Sunday by the board of in­ 
quiry of the immigration departm ent, 
after a hearing on Ellis Island 
D aur­ 
ignac arrived in New York Saturday 
on a French line steam er, and in an 
interview said he came to this coun­ 
try partly for the purpose of observa­ 
tion and travel. 
The law under which 
Daurignac was ordered sent back to 
France forbids the

Daurignac was 
convicted in F rance of irregular prac­ 
tices in connection with certain insur­ 
ance deals. 
He was taken from the

swer to questions, he gave his pedi­ 
gree and made no attem pt to conceal 
the fact that he was an ex-convict.

“ That is what I
